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FOR THE FARMER.
Benefits of Drought on the Soil.
A drought acts upon the moisture in
the earth as follows : During dry weather,
a continual evaporation takes place from
lh? surface soil, above that supplied by
tan and dew, which creates a yacumm (so
far as the water in the surface soil ix con-
r_erned,) that is at once filled by water ari-
¥ing from the subsoil—extending deeper
and deeper as the drought continues and
the woisture is exhaled—a eirculation of
water in the earth the reverse of that which
takes placein wet weather. This progress
w tl_m surface of the water in the earth,
manifests itself strikingly in the drying up
of springs and wells, and stremms which
are supported by springs.

Not only is water thes broaght to the
surface of the earth, but also all that the
water holds in solution. There rre salts
of Yime and magnesia, of potash aud soda,
or indeed whatever the subsoil or top strata
of the carth may eontsin.

The water on reaclivg the surface is
evaporated, but leaves behind its lime and
potash, its phosphates, silicates earbonates
and salts—all indispensablc to the growth
of the vegetable products of the farm.—
Rain water, as it falls, will dissolve hut a
very small portion of some of those seh-
stances ; but when it siuks into the earth,
it then becomes sirougly imbued with
earbonie aeid from the decomposition of
vegetable matter in the soi!, and thus we-
quires the property of readily dissolving
minerals on which before it eould have
little effect.

Several experiments tried by Prof. Hig-
gins, o to show this action of drought in
bringing mineral walers fiom a depth to
the surfaee of the soil.

In one case he placed = solution of chlcr-
ide of barinm in the bottom of & glass eyl-
inder, and then filled it with dry seil-

After long exporuve to the rays of the

sun, the surfuce of the soil was tested with |

sulphurie acid, acd gave a copions precip-
itate of sulphate of baryta. Chloride of
lime, sulphate of soda, and earbonate of
potash, were experimeanted upon in like
manner, and upon the application of prop-
thier presence in large quaniities, drawn
up by the rising of water from underneath,
as in case of drauche.

The parched -earth—all vegetation
dwarfed and withered by the hest—secems
suffering under a carse, but it is only an
affiiction for the present—a blessing in
di.e‘}_:u'l:ic" for the f*m‘u. “The (:-.i‘I.'.‘ and
late rain,” may produce at once abundant
crops, but dry weather is needed to bring
to the surface frowm the depth of the earth,
wherelse it would be forever nnimployed,
food for future harvests. Tt is Nature's
ordinance for keeping up the fertility of
thc culti\';l[l:l] soil.— (¢ :‘r!hir','y (Fend.
